progress, Peckinpah called at- 
tention to the lumber industry 
which provides the County’s eco- 
nomic stability, and to the pro- 
gressive strides in the County ’s 
recreational potential. He re- 
ported the mills of Plumas Coun- 
ty will cut- 200 million board feet 
this year and to step up effici- 
ency, gain better utilization and 
to increase production, Plumas 
County saw mills have expended 
$2,575,000. Supporting this fig- 
ure, Peckinpah pointed to the new 
Collins Pine Particle Board Pl- 
ant at Chester, costing 2 million. 
This plant provides an additional 
payroll for 40 men and its pttput 
in 1963, its first full year df op- 
eration, 24 million square’ fee 
of particle board figured on th 
standard 3/4”’ thickness. 

The Plumas County represen- 
tative also reported that the {mo- 
ving of the Sacramento’ Valley 
Moulding Company plant from Ch- 
ico to Crescent Mills, at a cost’ 
of $150,000, has provided an ad- 
ditional year round payroll for 
36 men. | 

Improvements made by other 
mills include $175,000 at the SI- 
oat Plant of Feather River Lum- 
ber Company; $125,000 at Plumas 
Lumber Co’s. Genesee Mill; and 
$125,000 at the Cheney Lumber 
Company’s plant at Greenville. 

Greatest industrial progress 
in Plumas County, the report con- 
tinued, is in the recreational in- 
dustry where a total expenditure 
in the last two years by P. G. & 
E. and State Dept. of Water Re- 
sources of more than 10 million 


has been expended for dam con- 


struction and installation of re- 
creational facilities. 

This, together with additional 
Feather River Project up stream 
developments, has greatly incr- - 
eased Plumas County’s recrea- 
tional potential. It has already 
had its effect and 1963 has been 
the greatest recreational year ev- 
er experienced in the County. 

Peckinpah declared in closing 
that the County’s economy has a 
bright future, and that good plan- 
ning will provide for orderly eco- 
nomic progress.

Goleta Indians Date 
Back 7000 Years 


SANTA BARBARA—Although stu- 
dents at the University of California’s 
Santa Barbara campus have-been pur- 
suing academic studies at the seashore 
site in the Goleta Valley for less than 
ten years, it has recently been reported 
by archaeologists that man _ has 
inhabited this area for at least 7,000 


all years. 
Ke) Dates on shells recovered from an 


archaeological excavation carried out 
by University of California, Santa Bar- , 
bara, students under the direction of 
Dr. Roger C. Owen, assistant professor 
of anthropology, range from 7,270 to 
6,380 years before the present. 


The area excavated is referred to as 
the “Glen Annie Canyon Site.” Most 
of the shell specimens, dated by means 
of radio-carbon analysis at the UCLA 
laboratory, were ‘recovered from 
around Indian burials. Analysis of the 
material recovered from the excavation 
indicates that the site was probably a 
temporary campground employed by 
people coming to the Goleta slough to 
find food, probably sea mammals, fish 
and shelled organisms. Typologically, 
the “culture” of the le falls ‘into 
what is locally called “Oak Grove.” 


The early dates are not a surprise, 
states Dr. Owen. Previous work done 
in this area under'the direction of Phil 
Orr of the Santa Barbara Museum of * 
Natural History, has demonstrated the 
antiquity of man in the Santa Barbara 
region, although no such early dates 
have been before obtained specifically 
for the Goleta. Valley.

Informational Brochure 
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The East Quincy Services 
District is sending you this 
informational brochure in 
order to better acquaint you 
with YOUR WATER SYSTEM 
now under construction. 

Construction of your water 
system was commenced in 
October 1963. The system 
will consist of approximately 
9¥, miles of 6 inch, 8 inch, and 
10 inch diameter cast iron 
water mains; two 12 inch dia- 
meter wells with a total pump- 
ing capacity of 700 gallons per 
minute; one 800,00 gallon re- 
inforced concrete storage reser- 
voir; and 53 fire hydrants. 
A District Office and: Mainten- 
ance Building will also be 
constructed. Your water sys- 
tem will make water available 
to every developed property in 
the District, and will provide 
a high level of fire protection. 

Normal service pressure in 
the system will vary, depend- 
ing on elevation, from 32 
pounds per square inch mini- 
mum to 100 pounds per square 
inch maximum. Normal service 
pressure in the pincipal res- 
idential and commercial area 
will. be approximately 75 ‘to 
80 pounds per square inch. 
You are advised that there are 
certam areas within the Dis- 
trict where pressures may be 
higher than recommended for 
certain plumbing fixtures. It 
is suggested that you ask your 
plumber, at the time your 
house connection is made, 
whether a _ pressure reducing 


valve is desirable for your 
service. 

The construction now in 
‘progress is the culmination of 
several years work on the part 
of local titizens who wished 
to see their community receive 
the benefits of a safe and 
dependable water system. 
District wells are to be cm- 
structed in locations and to 
depths where an adequate sup- 
ply of pure watér is assured. 
No chlorination of District 
water supply is anticipated. 
In addition to providing a 
safe water supply for consump- 
tive use, which is expected to 
reduce the exposure to such 
public health problems as 
he gatitis or more serious water- 
borne diseases. Your water 
system will permit the elimin- 
ation of costly individual wells 
and pumping systems. It is 
estimated that the total cost 
of operating and maintaining 
a private well water supply may 
run 50 to 100 per cent greater 
than the cost of water at the 
District rate, not c msidering 
the additional benefit to be 
received from possible reduct- 
ion in fire insurance rates. 

It. is estimated that fire .in- 
surance rates will be decreas - 
ed at llest 50 per cent for 
buildings and 40 per cent for 
building contents, based on 
present insurance rates. The 
cost of construction of your 
water system will be nearly 
$5.00, 000. 

Financing of the project has 
been made possible as a result 


of your approval of the sale of 
District General Obligation 
Borids. Further financing 
assistance has been received 
in the form of a Federal Grant 
under the Accelerated Public 
Works program in the amount of 
$271,500. , 

In order'to a ply for water 
service, fill out the attached 
application fom with either 
payment in full, or with a min- 
imum partial service: c mnect- 
ion charge payment of $10.00. 
The District will permit the 
balance due to be paid in regu- 
lar monthly amounts not less 
than $10.00. No water service 
will be turned on until the 
District has received payment 
in full of the service connect- 
ion charge. Include with your 
application a sketch, if you 
wish, indicating preferred 
meter location almg_ your 
frontage. 

Applications should be filed 
promptly to insure qua ification 
for the reduced c mstruction 
period cmnection charge. 

It has taken much hard work 
to bring pure water in depnd- 
able quantity, to your door, we 
hope you use it and enjoy it.
